WAYS OF THE COMMUNISTS 
Way s of the Commu nist are so my steriou s 
that there is still widespread specu lation as 
to why Red China su ddenly freed fou r Amer­ 
ican fliers. Equ ally a matter of specu lation 
is what action, if any , will be taken by Peip­ 
ing in the case of the l l other airmen and 
many civ ilians who hav e been langu ishing in 
Chinese jails ev er since the day s of the Ko­ 
rean War. 
Ex planation of its decision by the Peiping 
gov ernment is ty pically oriental. The men 
were ‘‘deported,” not freed. They were 
“treated with leniency ” becau se, in “intru d­ 
ing” into Manchu ria, they were only obey ing 
the orders of their su periors and becau se 
they had admitted their crimes and ex ­ 
pressed remorse. 
All that is a cru de attempt at face-sav ing, 
bu t the u ltimate action is so contrary to 
Commu nist doctrine as to lead to the con­ 
clu sion that there is a hidden motiv e for 
the gestu re. Commu nist China appears to 
be acting in u nison with the Sov iet Union in 
a stu died attempt to giv e the neu tral world a 
more fav orable impression of Commu nism.

WASHINGTON UTI — Ev ery time the Ru ssians 
sneeze, the world twitches. What are they u p to? It 
mu st be dark, dev iou s and diabolical. There were 
ev en some misgiv ings they might ou twit President 
Eisenhower if he sat down with them. 
They ’re dev iou s and clev er. Bu t they get too mu ch 
credit for clev erness. 
What they wanted more than any thing for y ears 
was to keep the Western Allies u narmed and separ­ 
ated and West Germany neu tralized Thanks to Stal­ 
in, they failed in both. Sou r, stu bborn, Stalin y ielded 
nothing. 
Then he got too tou gh and u pset the apple cart by 
letting the Korean War begin. This not only shov ed 
the West into alliance and rearming bu t ev entu ally 
into letting Germany rearm and join the partnership. 
For a y ear after Stalin’s death his heirs, as if they 
cou ld think of nothing better, followed his tactics ou t 
the window: threats and dire warnings if Germany 
was permitted to rearm. 
Perhaps they thou ght this techniqu e still had a 
chance, for u ntil late in 1954 the Allies were squ ab­ 
bling among themselv es on letting the Germans hav e 
gu ns again. 
The Kremlin team mu st hav e seen the jig was u p 
Dec. 30 when the French Chamber of Depu ties v oted 
for German indepedence and rearmament. Not long 
afterwards things began to change. 
On Feb. 8 Stalin’s su ccessor, Premier Georgi Mal­ 
enkov , was bou nced. This was widely interpreted in 
the gu essing West as meaning (A) a tou gher Kremlin 
policy and, or, (B) that there was now’ a fierce stru g­ 
gle for power in the Kremlin. 
Perhaps the following was closer to the tru th for, 
as ev ents showed, the Kremlin policy got softer in­ 
stead of tou gher and nobody has lost his head there 
y et; 
1. They were losing with Stalin’s tactics. By a 
shift, to a show of friendliness and co-operation, they 
might still weaken the Western Alliance and ev en 
keep Germany from rearming since it hadn’t start­ 
ed to rearm y et. 
2. If they kept on the way they were going, with 
the West bu ilding u p its strength, they might head 
into a war which wou ld leav e them pu lv erized. 
3. A change in tactics needed a change in people. 
Malenkov shou ld not be in the showcase if they 
were going to display a new face of good fellowship 
and sweet reasonableness. Malenkov , like Stalin, 
looks sou r and immov able. Ju dging from his pic­ 
tu res, he’s an introv ert. Good-Time-Charley s are ex ­ 
trov erts. 
The Kremlin shov ed forward two men who at least 
act like Good-Time Charley s: Premier Nikolai Bu l­ 
ganin with a v elv ety beard which makes him look 
more like a sy mphony orchestra condu ctor than a 
rev olu tionist; and Nikita Khru shchev , credited with 
being the real boss, who performed like a bu tter-and- 
egg salesman on a spree when he v isited Yu goslav ia.
